men knomledge, that the ſaid Naup vnder our charge is by her Pa- 
ieſtie pꝛepared and ſent to ſerue on the Seas, fo) defence of her Ma⸗ 
ieſties Realmes, Dominions, and Subiects, againſt ſuch mightie 
Fozces,as we are aduertiſed from all partes of Chꝛiſtendome, to be 
already pꝛepared by the King ol Spaine, and by further pꝛouiſions 


of Men and Ships daplp ſent fo}, are to be mightily tncreaſcd,to in · 
A. iii. uade 
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uadeher Paieſttes Realmes: as heretofoe in the peere al our Lozb 
1588. was attemptev (eueu when there was a Treatie continued 
by boththeir Commiſſioners foz a Peare) with a greater Armythen 
euer befoze in his time was ſet to the Seas: though by Gods good⸗ 
neſſe, and the valour and wiſedome of her Noble and faithfull Sub- 
iects, the lame was notably made fruſtrate. And becauſe her Paie- 
fie hath gaod intelligence of perfite amitie with all Rings and 
Pines ot Chyiſtendome, ſauing with the Ring of Spaine , who 
bath this manp-yeeres molt vniuſtly pꝛoleſſed openlygreat euimitit 
by diners actions, both againſt her Royal , and her people, 
and Countries, without an iuſt cauſe firſt giuen on her Paieſties 
patt. Therefoze we the ſaide Carle, and Loꝛd Admirall, dde aſcer⸗ 
taine all perſons. that wee are moll ſtraighely commaunded by her 
excellent — fozbeare kram offending in this our Uopace of 


any maner of of what Nation ſoeuer, except the ſaid Rings 
naturall Dubiects , o2 ſuch others bozne Strangers, as ſhall giue 
tothe ſaid Ring manifeſt aide, wich Pen, Ships, Artilerie,Uictual, 
and other Marlike pzoniſions fo; inuaſion of her Patelkie, Which 
her Pateſfies commandement we meane duetifully to oblerue: and 
doe therefoze giue ſtraight charge to al perſons that ſbal ſerue in this 
Nauy vnderneath vs, vpon paine of extreme puniſhment to obſcrue 
the ſame. Det to auoyde all occaſions that may bꝛecde queſtion, who 
they are, being not the King ol Spaines Subiects, that ſhalbe char⸗ 
ged by vs to be manikeſt aiders foꝛ the furniſhing and ſtrengthening 
of the ſaid Rings fozces,p2ouived either by land oꝛ Sea, to attempt 
any inuaſion of her Maieſties Countries: Me do fo? the liquidation 
bb this doubt, earneſtip in Gods Name, require and charge all per; 
ſons, that are not the ſaide Rings naturall Subiects , and pet that 
hate gigen him ayde with their Ships, Uictuall, and Munition, as 
is aboge ſaide, to withdꝛawe all their ſaid Shippes pꝛepared fo2 the 
warrę and all their pꝛouiſions of holtilicie out of any Hauens of 
Spaine,o2 Poztugall, oꝛ fromthe company and ſeruice ofthe Kings 
Ships againſt our Nauy, and therewith to returue cither to their 
owne Countries, 02 if they ſo ſhall like to come to our Nayy ; to 
whom inthe reuerend name of our Soueraigne Lady the Queenes 
Maieſtie, we doe pzomile all ſecuritie, both ko; cheirperſons and 
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Kdods to be vſed and defended as friends, and to ſuffer al their Ships 
and pꝛouiſtons, that were either taken by the Ring ol Spaine, oz in · 
tended fot his ſeruice, 02 that ſhall bee by the owners withdzawen 
krom his ayde, to remaine in their owne free diſpoſitions, ſo as the 
ſame be vſedin all ſoztes as friendes, and not as enemies to the 
Queenes Paieltie, and to vs her Generals. And if any ſhall vpen 
knowledge of this her Paieſties moſt honourable oꝛder, and of our 
pꝛomiſe (to obſerue the ſame as fauourably as wee map) willingly 
and maniteſtly refuſe to accept this our offer, and ſhall nocendeucur 
themſelues to perfourme this reaſonable requeſt, tending to their 
good and libertie, wee ſhall then be iuſtly moued , as by the lawe of 
Armes we map, to take and vſe all ſuch ſo refuſing this our offer, as 
manifeſt apders ofthe Ring of Spaine, with fozces to inuade her 
Paieſties Dominions, and ſo manifeſt Enenues : and in ſuch caſe 
of that refuſall , if anp harme ſhall happen by any attempt againſt 
their Perſons,Ships, c Goods by any our Nauie,foz the ayding of 
the ſaid Ring: there ſhall be no iuſt cauſe fo chem hereafter to com 
plaine, 02 to pꝛocure theirnaturall Pzincesand Loꝛds to ſollicite re⸗ 
ſtitutions oz amends fo2 the ſame. And fo2 the moze notification 
hereof, we haue thought good to haue the Dziginall hereof co bee 
ſigned with our hands and with our ſeales, to bee ſeene by any that 
will require to reade o2 ſee the ſame : And likewiſe wee haue put 
the lame in Pꝛint, in French, Italian, Dutch, and Spaniſh, and 
haue alſocauſed the ſame to bee diſtributed into as many Poꝛts of 

Spaine and Pozcugall, as conueniently might be foz the bet · 
ter knowledge to ber had in the ſaide Poztes, as als 
ſo in all other Partes vnder his ſubiection.
